Hugh Ross and Clifford Rae of 
Ravenshoe, Delbert Crowder of 
Roche's Point and Clarence 
, Ma pes of Bloomington were 
charged by Constable J. Jardine 
with breaking and entering the 
premises of William Vandeberg, 
on the 7th Concession of East 
Gwillimbury. Ross, Rae and 
Mapcs were represented by 
Lewis Raxlen of Toronto, 

William Vandeberg was Uie 
first witness called. He staled 
that he lives with his niece, Mrs. 
Fred Holden, and her five child- 
ren, ranging in age from twelve 
to one and one-half years of age. 
His nearest neighbour lives one- 
half mile away. 

"On January 21 four men came 
walking from the direction of 
Brownhill, yooping and yelling, 
and when they got to the house 
they stopped and threw old tin 
cans, icicles, chunks of wood and 
smashed the windows, tore the 
storm door off and carried it 
down the road," he continued. 

"After a while they fetched it 
back and stood it beside the door. 
I nailed it on and they came back 
and lore it off. This was about 
one o'clock in the morning. The} 
smashed the glass of the front 
door with a wooden rail and 
made a pass at the lamp. They 
tried to shove the door in com- 
pletely, and I was holding it from 
the inside. They tried to hit me 
over the head with the rail and 1 
missed it. Then they propped an 
old wash tub up against the back 
door, and tore the roof of the 
house. It was pretty dark and I 
could only sec one, and that was 
Mapes.". 

"When did Mr. Holden leave 
your place?" asked defence 
counsel. 

"Around March 14, 1939." 

"Were there any bad feelings 
with Fred Holden about you liv- 
ing with his wife?" 

"Not that" I know of." 

"Did you ever have any trouble 
with Mr. Ross about running a 
bill at his store?" 

"The cook had trouble." 

Mrs. Holden testified that she 
had been dealing at Ross' store, 
and thought she was paying top 
much. She watched the quota- 
tions in the Lindsay paper anil 
complained to Mr. Ross. The 
next day when she got the paper 
from the storc/lhe page with the 
quotations had been torn out. 

''Mapes was staying at m 
place and these three fellows 
came over and called this lad out 
of my house," testified Ross 
Parks, who lives across the road 
from Vandeberg's. "I heard kind 
of a pounding noise later on. 
They told Clarence Mapes they 
were going to have some fun."

Smith, Harvey McCordick, Tom 
Doyle, Wilmot Lundy and Wm. 
Robinson. Several of these men 
have previous municipal exper- 
ience.

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REVIEWS WORK OF 
PAST YEAR 



Democracy, although a good 
form of government has many 
weaknesses. The average citizen 
wants everything including a low 
tax rate. Unless we are willing 
to deny ourselves and do without 
many things it would be nice to 
have but which are not absolute- 
ly necessary, a low tax rate is 
impossible. 

I still think we could get along 
with an election every second 
year, while we have a war on our 
hands. Of course the papers 
would lose the printing. That 
would be a contribution they 
could make towards winning the 
war. 

If all the smaller municipalit- 
ies in Ontario were to forego an 
election for one year only, the 
saving of the people's time and 
money from several hundred 
municipalities would be a con- 
siderable amount. 

We are right now fighting for 
our lives. We should save every 
hour of time and every dollar 
possible and get on with the war. 

I am at present enjoying good 
health, although often weary 
from lack of rest and leisure. 
Next month I will have complet- 
ed seven years of service as 
mayor. The work gets heavier 
every year. I feel that the work, 
as well as the honor which goes 
with the position of mayor, 
should he passed around. 

The business of the town is 
now in good shape and running 
smoothly. 

By reason of the fact that I 
suggested we try to secure a mil- 
itary camp for Newmarket, and 
then with the help of a very 
smart and efficient council, was 
ablo to secure the camp, has 
made a big difference to the town 

financially. 

Many of the citizens have been 
able to p;v>' their taxes and lay in 
so lift* coal for the winter with the 
money they made working at the 
camp. 

The revenue we will receive 
from the sale of water and light 
to the camp will pay for the out- 
lay we had to make, viz: 

(1) Laying a six inch main 
from the Sriglcy St. well to the 
edge of tHe camp properly. 

(2) Installing heavy wire to 
carry electricity from the power 
house to the edge of the camp 
property. 

(3) Laying a trunk sewer from 
the edge of the camp property to 
the nearest main. 

(!) improving the road to and 
from the camp. 

It is estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defense that 
soldiers spent over 50 per cent of 
their pay in the vicinity where 
the camp is situated. When the 
camp Ls running full, there are 
over 1200 men, so calculating at 
the lowest wage received, I.e., 
$1.30 per day, you have 1200 men 
spending 65c — $780 per day, 
tvhi/^ would equal the pny roll of

To-morrow evening — nomination- To-raorrow evening 
it will be the privilege of the electors to nominate candi- 
dates for the various municipal offices who will serve us 
for the next year, or possibly for a longer period. It 
, therefore behooves us to be a trifle cautious in our selec- 
tion, and see that an earnest effort is made to bring out 
the strongest possible candidates. 

For some years past there has been a woeful evidence 
of indifference on the part of the majority of the ratepayers 
in the selection of candidates for municipal office, and 
nomination meetings have been the tamest of affairs. In 
fact on some occasions there has only been a handful of 
people in the hall when the Council have assembled to 
give an account of their stewardship during the yiar 
drawing to a close. This state of affairs is most disheart- 
ening to the men who have served by giving many hours 
of their time in managing the affairs of the corporation. 
Perhaps it may be said to our credit that we have an 
electorate who are not strong on fault finding. Of course 
there are many v who grumble and grouse over certain 
things done by our elected bodies, but it is a long time 
since any determined effort has been made to "clean 
house," so we may safely take it that any mistakes that 
have been made have been of the minor variety. But 
there is a danger of becoming lulled into indifference and 
this stage has apparently been very closely approached 
if one is to judge from the small attendance at a nomination 
meeting, and this is still further emphasized by the diffi- 
culty year after year in getting a sufficient number of our 
citizens to qualify for municipal office. Fortunately there 
is one thing that can be said— we have always been able 
to fill all the vacancies on'the various boards without the 
necessity of a second nomination. We have come peril- 
ously close to it at times, but some high pressure pleading 
has been necessary at times just before the qualifying hour. 
The men chosen for office this year will be called upon 
to serve for a term. Every ratepayer should therefore 
interest himself sufficiently to see that the town hall is 
filled to capacity on Friday night and the most able men 
procurable should be urged to offer their services in assist- 
ing in administering the town's affairs during these trying 
years of iht war. We already have the nucleus insofar 
as Council is concerned, as at least four of the present 
Council have intimated their willingness to serve if the 
ratepayers see fit to return them to office. 

During the depression years efforts were made on a 
number of occasions to fill the various offices without the 
expense of an election, and this, perhaps, while expedient 
from a monetary standpoint, may not always have been 
'wise. There is nothing that stirs up the interest of the 
municipal voter like an election, and incidentally there is 
nothing that heartens an elected candidate more than the 
fact that he holds his seat because the majority of the rate- 
payers Voted for him. The money saved by an acclama- 
tion is trivial when the elected representative has the 
feeling that his fellow men placed him there because they 
voted for him on election day. He feels his responsibility 
much more keenly and also appreciates that there is a 
large group of his fellow townsmen who have placed their 
confidence in him and are prepared to back him in his 
effort to serve his municipality. 

Whether it will be necessary to have an election or 
not to fill the various offices is beside the point. As cit- 
izens it is our duty to see that the strongest and safest men 
possible are placed in nomination. It is also our duty to 
attend the nomination meeting on Friday night of this 
week and thus give evidence that we, as citizens, are in- 
terested in the affairs of our town. 



AN EDITOR DOES NOTHING 



Every Thursday someone cracks down with the sug- 
gestion, "Now that the paper is out you'll have nothing to 
do until next Thursday." This kind of talk gives us a pain. 
How delightful it is that a country editor has practically 
nothing to do between press days. Business, in a printing 
office, runs along automatically. When the paper bill comes 
due, money falls off the trees with which to pay it. 

Subscribers vie with each other to see who can pay the 
farthest in advance. Advertisers beg for additional space, 
and the way the news hunts up the editor is also pleasing 
to contemplate. When the paper is out, the editor simply 
goes to his desk, leans back in his easy chair and waits 
until next week's press day. The day before, people line 
up at the office door and file past the desk and tell him all 
the news of the week which he writes up in 15 minutes, 
takes it back and hangs it on the hook. The compositor 
takes the copy, shakes it in front of the Linotype machine 
with a few mystic words, and it does the rest. The editor 
goes down town to deposit some money. Running a news- 
paper is the greatest snap in the catalog. Now, If the editor 
could only do away with press day, the joy would be com- 
plete. — Ulakesburg, la., Excelsior.

"Constable Jardine and I ques- 
tioned Rae on tiie 5th of Novem- 
ber about being at Vandeberg's 
home, and he denied it, but later 
stated he had been there," testi- 
fied Constable William Hill. "On 
the 6th of November we quest- 
ioned Mapes and he denied it at 
first, but then stated he had been 
there. Constable Jardine named 
the other tliree boys and Mapes 
said that that was the bunch." 

"In company with Constable 
Jardine on November 4, we went 
to the summer resort of Mr, Dun- 
can at Roche's Point and quest- 
ioned Delbert Crowder," testified 
Constable Carl Morton. "He ad- 
mitted he had been with a party 
who went to the home of William 
Vandeberg on the 21st of Janu- 
ary*- Some damage was done. 
He also gave us a written state- 
ment" 

"From information received on 
January 22. I went to investigate 
and found the storm door dam- 
aged, the glass on the inside door 
damaged, and windows broken," 
stated Constable Jardine. "Cans 
were thrown inside the house and 
others outside. A wash tub was 
propped up to a west window. 
Mr. Vandeberg complained about 
his roof being punctured, but I 
didn't go up there. Later, from 
information received, I got in 
touch with Constables Hill and 
Morion and proceeded to Roche's 
Point to question Crowder. At 

fire he refused all knowledge of 
it, and later admitted it and 
named the other three boys. 
Then he said he was only there 
himself. At first Mapes denied it 
and when we told him we knew 
who they were, he said 'You've 
got the right bunch, alright'." 

Mr. Raxlen asked that the

"How long was he to stay 
there?" 

"Until this over-exaggerated 
case was over." 

Clifford Rea testified that he 
was at his home in Leasidc on 
January 21. Later he had come 
up to work for Ross and took 
Crowder's place at the store. 
When asked why he admitted the 
story, he said he just admitted it 
because the police said they 
knew. He had gone over one 
night by himself and made a 



noise yelling in front of Vande- 
berg's place. 

"I was working at Hugh Ross's 
store and about the 15th of Jan- 
uary Clifford Rea came up," stat- 
ed Delbert Crowder. "This Sun- 
day night Hugh Ross wanted us 
to go for a walk for exercise. 
Hugh menitoned going across to 
Mr. Vandeberg's. I said, 'We 
shouldn't go there. It's time we 
were in bed.' He said, *We won't 
be gone long.' We went over and 
one thing led to another. First 
we threw snowballs. Rae had a 
stick and somehow he got jabbing 
at the door and then jabbed the 
window. Hugh wanted to go 
over there on account of an old 
grudge about a relief voucher. 
It was Hugh Ross' suggestion in 
the first place. Two weeks ago 
Clarence Mapes came up to 
where I was working and com- 
plained about me telling the of- 
ficers. He wanted me to go down 
to Ross' store and I wouldn't. 
Then he phoned Ross and he 
came down to my sister's where 
I was staying. Clarence wanted 
me to go outside, but my sister 
wouldn't let me. Hugh came in 
and asked me if I had admitted 
anything, and I said I had, and 
ofr them all to own up to it. He 
said he was in business and it 
would hurt that.
